2, Nikola PETKOV was tactical instructor. He is a forner 
reserve colonel who had been thief of Staff of the air 
force up to 1948, He was placed on reserve status in 
1948 and was later reinducted as a Civilian. He was 
the only instructor of tne Academy with advansed mili- 
tary training. 


30 All instructors were Vonmunistsynone of whom had attended 
the venereal staff Academy or the var Academy. ‘fhe in- 
struction staff did not meet technical requirements of 
assignments and was chiefly concerned with political 


indoctrination. 
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
